Washington, UL. C, June 22.—(Special.]— 
That President Wilson will be compellép to 
gwing the “ big stick’ in order to secure 
currency legislation from congress during 
the present session is shown by the results 
of a poll just completed by THE CHICAGO 
TRIBUNE correspondent. 

To 2 Vemocratic members of the house 
and seventy-six Democratic and Republican 
senators were put the following questions: 

1. Are you in favor of currency 
legislation at this session? 

2. Do you favor the Wilson cur- 


rency bill? 
Seventy-nine members of the house favor 
immediate action, according td, their re- 


sponses to the first question, while fourteen . 


are opposed and fifty-eight are noncommit- 
tal. The same question was answered by 
thirty senators in the affirmative, twenty- 
three in the nega:ive, and twenty-three were 
noncommittal. : 


Wilson’s Bill Not Welcomed. 

That the administration bill has failed to 
receive that hearty welcome the president ex- 
pected is shown by the answers to the sec- 
ond question. Only twenty-two members of 
the house are willing to iIndorse it openly 
at this time. Five are opposed to it and 125 
ate Boncommittal. Of the senators polled 
five only are willing to vote for the measure 
as it stands, twenty-two say it is wholly ob- 
jectionable, and fifty-one refuse to commit 
themselves. 

The poll is interesting, especially when 
considered in the light of the insistent de- 
mand of the president, repeated over and

must be currency legislation at this ses- 
sion.

Gasoline Explosion Follows Oak 
Park Collision and Victims 
Are Badly Burned, 


BODIES LONG IN WRECKAGE 


Crossing Guard First Notifies Com- 
pany, While Flames Attack 
Man, Woman, and Coach. 


PANIC ON METROPOLITAN TRAIN 


George Scott, a veteran of the civil war, 
started out yesterday with his new automo- 
bile, taking with his his niece, Mrs. Willis 
K. Smith. Both lived in Riverside, where 
‘their family had been widely known for 
years. 

They drove through the suburbs west of 
Chicago at a moderate speed, ana, reaching 
Oak Park about 7 p. m., started south 
in Oak Park avenue. The new car appeared 
to be working well. At the point where the 
Garfield Park branch of the Metropolitan 
elevated line, there running at grade, crosses 
Oak Park avenue, no gate wasdown. Neither 
was there a flagman, although there are sup- 
posed to be guards. 

Train Hits Automobile. 

The old soldier drove on leisurely. A train, 
speeding for the city, shot down the track 
and struck the &utomobile squarely, carry- 
ing it along fifty feet before it was torn to 
pleces and the main part of it hurled to one 
side. 

Before the train could be halted the gaso- 
line tank of the automobile had exploded and 
the wreckage was afire. Railroad guards 
jumped out and saw ,what had happened. 
One went to the only nearby telephone. He 


did not call a physician, a hospital, or firemen 


who could have helped extinguish the fire. 
He called the railroad office and asked for a 
wrecking crew. A man who pleaded with 
him for the use of the telephone to get a phy- 
sician was told to wait. 

It was two hours before the tangled wreck- 
age, half burned, was lifted away. Under- 
neath were the bodies of Mrs. Smith and her 
uncle. They had been dead for some time, 
and probably were killed in the first shock 
of the collision. 

All the clothing but the right shoe was 
burned off the body of Mrs. Smith. The left 
shoe was found twenty feet from the body. 


Panic on the Train. 

Meanwhile there was a panic aboard the 
train. The flames from the burning gasoline 
had attacked the leading electric coach, and 
its body was ablaze. Women burst for the 
doors and clambered through the windows 
before the train came to a stop, the guards 
trying to stop them. Three of them ran into 
a drug store and had cuts and bruises at- 
tended to. 

A boy about 10 years old was injured, but 
disappeared _— his name could be ob- 
tained. He s in the firet “L”’ car and 
escaped from the wreck through a window, 
He went to a drug store nearby, was treated 
by the druggist, and departed. 

The motorman, M. F. Barry, was locked 
up at Oak Park station and refused to talk, 
The conductor, Sego, was not arrested 

For a long time the Metropolitan L officials 
refused to give any information. Eventually 
C. E. Patten, general agent, spoke. He de- 
clared there had been a flagman, named 
Hader, stationed at the crossing, and he had 
tried to keep Mr. Scott back. 

This is denied by witnesses. Hader could 
not be found. 


Witness Tells Story. 

“T was not more than 100 yards away,” 
said Timothy Conlon of 10 Baird avenue, Aus- 
tiv, who was out for a drive along Oak Park 
avenue. ‘I saw this other car coming to- 
ward me and it did not seem to be moving 
rapicly. Isaw no flagman. If there had been 
one I think I should know it. There are no 
gates there, although it is an avenue that 
is much used. I don’t recall I ever saw a 
fagman there, though I have seen them at 
other crossings. After the accident I went 
down another street and found no fagman 
there, either at the Metropolitan crossing or 
the railroad crossing fifty feet to the south. 

“When I hurried up there the automobile 
body, or what was left of it, was ablaze. Two 
of the wheels had been tossed on the other 
side of the track. I saw a woman’s shoe in 
the road. A woman wringing her hands 
stood near the wreckage. 


Woman in Burning Wreckage. 

“‘Théere's someone under there,’ she 
screamed. I looked, and saw a woman's body 
motionless. It was hopeless to try to lift the 
burning wreckage off alone, and I ran toward 
the station where the train had pulled up. By 
that time the forward coach of the train wes 
ablaze and people were screaming and strug- 
gling around there. 

“T hurried into the station In search of a 
telephone and found a uniformed guard de- 
liberately talking with the company office. 
I shouted to him to call the fire department 
to get the fire put out, telling, him there was 
@ woman buried under there. He paid no at- 
tention and kept on talking. — 

“It was the most horrible thing | ever saw. 
I think the people must have been killed long 
before the fire came, but it was shocking to 
let the bodies lie there and burn.” 

Information Long Suppressed. 

The railroad officials on arrival ecurried 

around after witnesses, and information of 


levery sort was suppressed for a long time. 


They “assisted eventuaily in getting the 
bodies removed to Postlewaite’s undertak- 
ing establishment, a few blocks away. 

The arrival of the news in Riverside was 
late, as it was not known for some time who 
the victims were. Mr. Scott lived at the 
residence of Maj. James Miles, and the chief

Niagara Falls, N. Y., June 22.—Donald 
Roscoe, 10 years old, and Hubert Moore, 9 
years old, both of Niagara Falls, went to their 
death in a small boat late this afternoon in 
the whirlpool rapids. Hundreds of men 
watched, helpleas from the shore. 

The boys were playing in a fiat bottom 
scow half a mile above the rapida when the 
rope holding the boat broke and they were 
carried out into the stream and down the 
river. 

Up to the time the boat reached midstream 
it made little progress. After it passed the 
bridges the current carried it rapidly towards 
the rapids. 


Drifting Boat Seen Too Late. 

The bridge men did not see the boat until 
it was close at hand. Then they called fire 
headquarters and two companies of firemen 
were sent to save the lads if possible. 

Hundreds of persons flocked to the river 
banks in a vain effort at rescue. 

Never at any time was there a chance to 
save the boys. The firemen could do noth- 
ing. 

There were scores of passengers in the 
cars along the Gorge route and they watched 
the hopeless struggle of the boys. Men be- 
came hysterical in their powerlessness and 
women passengers on the cars wept and 
prayed in distress at the plight of the lads, 
who were standing in the boat calling for 
help. 

As the boat neared Swift Drift, the first 
breaking of the river from the calm upper 
reaches to the rapids, it began torock. The 
boys sat down to keep from tumbling into 
the stream. 

Then, caught in Swift Drift, the boat went 
racing under the cantilever bridge. 


Realize Fate; Shake Hands. 

As the boat passed under the bridge the 
boys ceased their cries for help. The two 
turned toward each other and calmly shook 
hands, then with the boat in the tumbling 
waters threw themselves on the seats of 
the scow and clung with all their strength. 

The craft held to its course until it encoun- 
tered a huge wave, which crested ct a height 
of several feet. It seemed to dive into the 
middle of the wave and when it came again 
to view it was bottom up. An instant later, a 
head was seen bobbing on a wave below fora 
moment and then was seen no more. | 

The point where the boat broke loose is 
about a half mile from the beginning of the 
rapids. It drifted down In about twelve 
minutes. | 

Just before dark tonight watchers on t 
bank saw the bodies in the rapids, Dut could 
not reach them. ,

Organization for Furnishing 
Information to Voters Is 
Launched at Capital. 


AKIN TO CHICAGO BODY.

Washington, D. C., June 22.—[{Special]—A 
national voters’ league, modeled on the lines 
of the Municipal Voters’ league of Chicage 
and the Legislative Voters’ league of Illl- 
nois, is being estaolished in Washington 
Among the founders are Ald. Charlies E. Mer- 
riam and Mrs. Frances Squire Potter of Chi- 
cago. 

This new organization will keep tab on con- 
gress for the information of the constituenta 
of senators and representatves just as the 
similar Illinois bodies advise voters as to the 
qualifications of aldermen and state legis- 
lators. Lynn Haines has been engaged to 
direct the work. 

The league is to be governed by an execu- 
tive committee of fifteen, and the present 
members of that committee are: Herbert 8. 
Bigelow, Cincinnati; John R. Commons, 
Madison; Mrs. Elizabeth G. Evans, Boston: 
Lynn Haines, Washington; Mrs. Borden 
Harriman, New York; Frederic C. Howe, 
New York; Charlies G. Ingersoll, South 
Orange, N. J.; Fred 8S. Jackson, Topeka; 
Stiles P. Jones, Minneapolis; Charlies B. 
Merriam, Chicago; Mrs. Frances Squire Pot-

F. Sinclair, Minneapolis; Miss Ida M. Tar- 
bell, New York, and William 8S. U'Ren, Ore- 
gon City, Ore. 

Publicity to Be Three Fold.

The idea of having a national voters’ league 
was conceived, ft is said. by Prof. John R. 
Commons of Wisconsin, Prof. Charlies E. 
Merriam of Chicago, Miss Ida Tarbell of New 
York, and Lynn Haines, formerly of Minne- 
sota. Mr. Haines has been in Washington 
for some time studying the methods of copn- 
gress and has written several bonks on the 
subject. 

Financial backing is not lacking. Several 
wealthy men in different parte of the coun- 
try who have previously given much time 
and money to the work of political reform 
have agreed to look afver the immediate 
financia) needs of the organization, but the

‘UTILITIES BILL NOT 


LEGALLY ENACTED, 
ASSERT SENATORS 


Walter Glyde Jones, Samuel 
Ettelson, and Others Cite 
Alleged Fatal Oversight. 


FORGOT TO PASS FINALLY? 


Measure, Stripped of Amendments, 
Failed of Vote in the Sen- 
ate, Is Charge. 


GOV. DUNNE WILL INVESTIGATE 


Senator Walter Clyde Jones and others— 
including Corporation Counsel Sexton—de- 
clared yesterday there is grave question 
whether the public utilities bill was legally 
approved by the senate. The.lieutenant gov- 
ernor asserted that as president of the sen- 
ate he may not certify the passage of the 
bill until he has obtained an opinion from 
Attorney General Lucey. 

The opponents of the measure say the rush 
of the closing session was such that the bill's 
proponents were hurried, and accomplished 
all but one little detail—voting on the bill it- 
self. It was not up to the opponents to press 
the point then. They were perfectly willing 


| to forget about it—until the legislature had 


adjourned. 
How the Oversight Occurred. 

The situation is this: 

The senate amended the public utilities bill 
as it came from the house by reinstating the 
home rule clause and eliminating the section 
giving the proposed state commission power 
to regulate stocks and bonds of public utility 
corporations. On Friday night, the last 
legislative day. the house refused to concur 
in the amendments. 

When the refusal to concur was reported 
to the senate it was Senator Dailey of Peoria, 
chief opponent of the measure, who moved 
the senate recede from its position. This car- 
ried, 27 to 20. or one more vote than the neceg- 
sary constitutional majority. 

It is now asserted the senate did not pass 
the bill by this vote—it only voted to recede 
from its amendments—and that Senator Da!- 
ley and others did not move that the bill be 
passed stripped of its amendments. The 
friends of home rule did not call attention to 
this oversight. 7 

The effect is the same as if the senate had 
accepted the house amendments, which 
would require two separate roll calla, it is 
asserted. * 


Senator Jones Cites Error. 

The alleged omission was noticed by Seme 
ator Jones, Progressive. of Chicago, and one 
of the leaders in the battle for home rule, 
He has called the matter to the attention 
of Lieut. Gov. O’Hara, who has declined 
to certify the bill as passed until the pro- 
cedure has been settled. 

In the event the attorney general should 
declare the bill legally passed and it should 
become a law, it is probable the state Su- 
preme court will De asked te determine the 
issue. 

“ There is some question in my*mind as to 
the public utilities bill in its present form 
having been passed,”’ said Senator Jones. 
* The senate voted to recede from its amend- 
ments, but it did not vote on the bill itself. 
The action, I should think, is the same as 
when the bill is amended. That is one 
action and the passage of the bill asamended 
is another. This is an important point and 
one that I shall look into.” 


O’Hara Seeks Legal Opinion. 

“T certainly will not certify the bil! as hav- 
ing been passed until this matter has been 
thoroughly investigated,’’ said the lieutenant 
governor. “The point raised by Senater 
Jones seems to be well taken, and I will re- 
quest Attorney General Lacey to investigate 
before I will affix my signature.” 

“I am of the opinion that the point ts cor- 
rect,” sai? Senator Ettelson. “I thought of 
it at the time, but forgot it in the confusion 
attending the vote on recession. The utilities 
bill as it stands never has received the 
twenty-six votes required by law. I voted to 
amend the bill and I voted for ite passage. I 
voted against receding from the amendments 
and was beaten, but I know I had no oppor- 
tusity of voting on its passage deprived of the 
amendments. This convinces me of the logic 
of Senator Jones’ contention.” 


Sends Lawyer to Springfield. 
Corporation Counsel William FL Sexton 
was told of the change that the passage of 
the public utilities bil) was invalid and con- 

sidered Senator Jones’ contention valid. 
“TI was so disappointed at the result of the 
vote to recede that the point ¢ ' not occur 
to me,” he sald, “ but Senator Jones is moet 
certainly right in asserting the bill was 
never passed. A study of legisiative rules 
and procedure will convince any one of this.”’ 
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legislative session to tell the people 
how their lawmakers voted on measures 
they were pledged to support, but defeated.

Springfield, ll. June 22.—[Special.J— 
Neither Gov. Dunne nor Attorney General 
Lucey has received an inkling of the claim 
that the publi utilities bill was not properly 
passed by the senate. 

Much depends upon the showing of the jour- 
nals of the senate and house for the last 
night of the session, when everything was 
in turmoil. 

Due to the absence of Lieut. Gov.. O'Hara 
and Speaker McKinley from Springfield, the 
utilities bill has not been signed by these 
two men in their official capacities, and 
hae not gone to the governor, and, therefore, 
has not been submitted to the attorney gen- 
eral! 

Gov. Dunne said tonight: “I have not 
heard that any point of irregularity of pas- 
sage has been raised against the utilities 
bil. I am not familiar with the technical 
rules of procedure in the general assembly, 
Certainly, before any action is taken such a 
claim would be investigated very closely, 
particularly in the case of a bill of such Im- 
port as is the public utilities bill.” 


Lucey Depends on Record, 

Attorney General Laicey said: 

“ The bill has not reached me. Therefore, 
the contention of which you have just in- 
formed me dépend@y-upon the official rec- 
ord made in the senate and house journals.” 

The senate and house journals have not 
been printed and are in the possession of 
Secretary of the State James H. Paddock 
and Clerk of the House Bert H. McCann. The 
senate journal was approved by formal vote 
of the senate, nearly the last action taken 
by the senate before the gavel fell at 4:40 
Baturday morning. 

In an unofficial way there is no precedent 
available as to the point raised by Senator 
Jones. Springfield is ‘“‘ up in the air" as to 
whether the bill was properly passed or 
whether it is technically pending on the cal- 
endar of the senate. 

It is probable, of course, these matters 
@eould be cleared by finding the proper jour- 
nal entries and it is impossibie to learn to- 
night what the journals actually show.

WOMEN WATCH ACTION. 


Lobby Has “Airtight” Evidence 
to Answer Demands on Gov- 
ernor for Veto, 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Springfield, Ill.. June 22.—[Special.}—Gov. 
Dunne will receive the woman's suffrage 
bill from Attorney General Lucey probably 
late tomorrow afternoon. If so, it is his in- 
tention to wait unti] Tuesday before approv- 
ing or vetoing the measure. The governor, 

‘however, has until June 29 to act. 

It is known that Lucey holds the bill cor- 
rect in form. 

Pressure has been ‘redoubled today in the 
effort to cause Gov. Dunne to veto the bill. 
There is no indication of what will be 
the tenor of the attorney general's opinion, 
nor is there any word from the governor as 
to what he will do in the last instance with 
the bil when he gets it. Telegrams and iet- 
ters poured in on the governor today, repre- 
eenting all degrees of opinion. 


Women Submit Case Today. 

| The women have prepared a series of legal 
briefs and opinions from influential members 
of the Chicago bar touching upon all of the 
constitutional questions which have been 
raised by the foes of suffrage and expect to 
present them tomorrow to Gov. Dunne. 

The opposition to the bill has submitted a 
sheaf of argumerits based largely upon the 
contention that the bill would confer suffrage 
upon women who could not become natural- 
ized. Answer to this point le to be made in 
the legal briefs presented on behalf of the 
women. 

One of the strongest of these is written 
by Attorney Stevens of the firm of Stevens & 
Herndon, who holds that the Piercy bill is 
clearly constitutional, and not in confilct 
with any state or federal constitutional pro- 
vision. 


Dunne Works All Day. 

Gov. Dunne worked all day today on the 
bills before him. Tomorrow he will act finally 
upon the O’Connor outer harbor bill. Sena- 
‘tor O’Connor, who talked yesterday with the 
governor and went through its provisions 
with him, is confident that the bill will be 
signed before nightfall. 

The sixty-odd bills which were passed by 
the two houses in the last night have not yet 
gone to Gov. Dunne. They are awaiting the 
signatures of Lieut. Gov. O"Hara and Speaker 
McKinley. . 

The big interest, however, centers around 
the suffrage bill. The woman's lobby is here 
watching every move, checking up on reports 
as to the style argument which is being 
made against thém, and preparing answers 
in rebuttal. 


Airtight Opinion Cited. 

The Stevens opinion, which they are pre- 
pared to offer, and which they assert is ah 
airtight defense of the suffrage bill's con- 
stitutionality, is as follows: 

‘In the Minor case, 88 U. &. 162, the Su- 
preme court of the United States had before 
it the contention of Virginia L. Minor that 
she was entitled to vote in the state of Mis- 
souri, notwithstanding a provision of the 
‘constitution of the state limiting the right 
of suffrage to males only. 

** The supreme court, in an opinion by Chief 
Justice Waite, holding that the constitu- 


right of suffrage upon any one and that such 
right was to be found in the constitutions 
and statutes of the various states only, nev- 
ertheless, took occasion to define the limits 
of the right to citizenship. 

Answers Suffrage Inquiries. 

Bloomington, Ill., June 22.—[{Specia!.]—Due 
to the fact that so many inquiries have been 
received by Mrs. M. T, Scott, former presij- 
dent general of the Daughters of the Ameri- 
can Revolution, concerning her recent state- 
ment opposing women’s suffrage, she pre- 
pared another of considerable length today. 
Among other things, she said:

Medill MeCormick Says Legisla- 
ture Was Deaf to Real Reform. 


OLD MACHINE IS BLAMED. 


Defeat for Reactionaries Urged by 
Chicago Progressive, 


Springfield. Ill, June 22.—Representative 
Medill McCormick, Progressive member of 
the legislature from Chicago, tonight issued 
the following statement regarding the work 
of the general assembly: 

“The governor's statement regarding the 

failure of the Forty-eighth general assembly 
to render the public service demanded of it 
is good as far as it goes, but it does not go 
far enough. The derelictions of the present 
legislature are not to be measured by the de- 
feat of the tax commission bill and the IL.

“The legislature showed itself indifferent 
alike to the interests of farmers and wage 
earners, deaf to the demand for reform in 
court procedure and city government, and 
distrustful of the people of Illinois. 


Hits Lee O’Neil Browne. 

“Under the leadership of Browne of La 
Salle, King of Knox, and Igoe of Cook, their 
supporters. mustered enough votes to pre- 
vent the submission to the people of a pro- 
posal that a constitutional convention be 
held in 1015. 

“The Republicans and Democrats on an 
average were appointed to ten committees 
apiece, while the Progressives, on the aver- 
age, were each given lesa than five commit- 
tee appointments. 

“ That is part of the secret of the slaughter 
of progressive legislation. The senate killed 
the popular house Pijls, and the house kilied 
popular senate bills. In this slaughter the

Senate Held Indifferent.

A volley of statements from the Anti-Sa- 
loon league leaders wae followed by an open 
letter to the speaker from the Rev. Mel- 
bourne P. Boynton of Lexington Avenue 
Baptist church, who declared the “' blood of 
the murdered bill is on the hands of the 
epeaker.’’ 

Quotes McKinley’s Pledge. - 

F. Scott McBride, state superintendent, pre- 
septttpa copy of a pledge he says Mr. Mc- 
Kibley signed in the presence of Mr. McBride 
and*Representative Homer Tice. It promises 
the signer *‘ will appoint a temperance com- 
mittee of such members as may be named by 
the Anti-Saloon league, and will refer to said 
committee ail measures advocated and pre- 
sented by friends of the league,’ will appoint 
the majoriiy of the elections committee from 
members approved by the Anti-Saloon league, 
a “good license committee,”” and other 
bodies, and adds: 

“TIT am in favor of the Anti-Saloon league 
residence district and county option bilis, and 
will vote for the same on all test votes on sec- 
ond and third reading; and I promise I will 
not use my influence as speaker or personally 
in any way to hinder the passage of the 
measures advocated by the Anti-Saloon 
league.” 


Speaker Reminded of Pledge. 

Mr. McBride makes the entire pledge pub- 
lic. With it E. J. Davis, Chicago superin- 
tendent, issued a statement declaring the 
speaker was reminded of the pledge when 
the anti-saloon forces were trying to bring 
a roll call on the residence option biil. 

“You would have had a roll call on the 
bill before this if you had not defeated No. 
501," McKinley is quoted as having said. 
“No. 501” was the Gorman bill for perpet- 
ual saloon: license, against which were en- 
rolled not oply the anti-saloon forces, but 
lawyers and reformers throughout the state. 
It was “‘ worth $100,000 a vote,’’ a brewer 
stated. Mr. Davis declared the defeat of this 
measure was a great victory for the league, 
despite the failure of the other measures. 

Mr. McBride denounced the speaker for 
contributing to that failure, and called atten- 
tion to the plain promises in the preélection 
pledge. 

‘This statement,”’ he says of the pledge, 
“in the light of the treatment our measures 
have received at the hands of Mr. McKinley, 
very quickly shows he is entirely devoid of 
any sense of honor or honesty. His words are 
not worth the breath he uses to make them. 
We can but look with pity on any one who 
has so completely failed to fulfill his prom- 
ises in almost every way, as has Speaker 
McKinley.” 

Text of Dr. Boynton’s Letter. 

“You and you alone are responsible for 
the disappointment in thousands of hearts 
because of the failure of this good bill to be- 
come a law,” wrote Dr. Boynton. “ You are 
the more without excuse in this business in 
that you presided over one of the bes legia- 
latures this state has had. 

“This murdered bill, whose blood is on 
your hands and will stain your name, was one 
of the most needed laws in driving infamous 
road houses and other vile resorie from the 
country districts of the cities and from the 
midst of homes where the children play.

This phase is not yet a decided 
success. The movement seems to be grow- 
ing. I have Neard from a minister in Wasb- 
ington who says he plans to attempt it.

They are 
interested. You gee, the church property can 
be used in any way we find helpful.”’

Goodman Asks Leave from ‘Du- 
ties’ That Never Prevented 
Big Saloon Business. 


ALWAYS ON TIME FOR $83. 


Tours Europe as Employe, Holds 
“Pull” Despite Protest 
| to Dunne. 


Philip LL. Goodman, street opening and 
obstruction inspector in Frank Solon’s office 
in the city hall and officeholder with a fair 
degree of steadiness for sixteen years, on 
Wednesday, June 10, separated himself from 
the city service for two mionths. Yesterday 
several employés of the department admitted 
they had not missed him. ,They went so far 
as to say they never had heard of him or his 
Job. 

As nearly as can be learned the city treas- 
urer has been one of the few city officials to 
know Goodman was of their number. The in- 
spector has not had time to do much in the 
way of municipal work, owing to outside 
activities, but he has called faithfully for his 
$88 monthly. No other employé of the bu- 
reau of streets hds fulfilled that part of his 
duty with more painstaking regularity. 

It is feared his present out of town trp 
will last over one pay day or perhaps two, 
aud Goodman's record will be broken. 


The Peripatetic Saloonkeeper. 

Goodman's work as street opening and ob- 
struction inspector was impeded several years 
ago when he was running a saloon in Rush 
atreet and another in Milwaukeeavenue. As 
an efficient city official he was a fine saloon- 
keeper. Admirers said he was able to man- 
ege the Rush street place at night and show 
up in Milwaukee avenue the next morning. 
Even #o he was able to drift through the city 
bali once or twice a week, though not with a 
long pause there. At that time the Citisene’ 
association reported the facts to the depart« 
ment of public works, asserting “‘ these con- 
ditions could not exist in the bureau without 
the connivance of those in charge.’’ 

That was in the first year of Gov. Dunne’s 
administration asmayor. The extraordinary 
Goodman showed no great amount of worry, 
and the superior officials were not greatly agi- 
tated. The inspector was not reduced. In- 
stead, he was promoted and assigned to the 
bureau of information and complaints. 


Has Délightful Trip Abroad, 

There he remained until he was sent to 
Europe for a “three months study of mu- 
nicipal ownership of street car lines in the 
British isles, Holland, and Belgium.’ How 
that prompt attention to the kick of the Cit- 
izens’ association was received by the com- 
plaining citizens is not of record. 

At present Goodman Is taking off sufficient 
time from his labors for the public good to 
allow him to carry the jobs of sales manager, 
secretary, and treasurer of the Krypto Man- 
ufacturing company in the National Life 
building. It does not appear he asked for 
leave of absence to take up his duties when 
he began several weeks ago. Neither does it 
appear that a leave of absence would have 
decreased materially his labors for the com- 
mon weal. 


May Try to Sell Goods to City? 

The only agitation in the city hall at pres- 
ent is over the possibility that Goodman as 
secretary, treasurer, and sales manager will 
some day come around to see Goodman, the 
inspector in the streets bureau, and per- 
suade the inspector to help install in the city 
hall the instruments Goodman, as secre- 
tary, treasurer, and sales manager, is sell- 
ing. Already he recommends it for “* gov- 
ernments, corporations, police heads,"’ and 
others. 

But at present Goodman is in New York. 
An official of the Krypto company holds out 
hope that his trip may be so successful that 
he will be able to abandon his city position, 
although that would be unfortunate, since 
his Chicago connections may have enabled 
him to sell stock in the company to ac- 
quaintances in the hall.

ing to acoept the bill without question—is 
that it furnishes a currency which they can 
secure in time of need without having to put 
up bonds as security. 

“The bond requirements largely neutral- 
izes the advantage of the money issued on 
them as security, because the banks cannot 
draw back more from the government than 
they have already invested in the bonds, but 
where a bank can put up {ts good assets it is 
able at all times, without sacrifice, to secure 
| any additional circulation that the commu- 


nity may need and the governing board can 
be trusted to issue its treasury notes to the 
regional reserve banks on terms that will be 
fair and just.

The highwaywoman took $50 from the cash 
register, walked calmly out of the store over 
to her waiting auto at Forty-seventh street 
and Cottage Grove avenue, climbed in, and 
drove away. 

Miss Foley telephoned to the police of the 
Fiftieth street station. Sergt. drew Smith 

assigned Detectives O’Connor and Ward on 
the case. 

The weman robber ordered her driver to 
stop at the corner of Forty-seventh and Cot- 
tage Grove avenue while she walked a haif 
block to the Foley store. The driver got out 
and bought a paper from the newsboy. The 
boy; Joseph McQuaide, glanced at the auto- 
mobile as it stood at the corner and remem- 
bered the number. 

The detectives questioned persons in the 
vicinity of the store. McQuaide remembered 
that he saw a woman answering the descrip- 
tion given the police by Miss Foley get into 
the automobile. The license number showed 
that it belonged to Alfred Hamilton. 

The detectives learned that Hamilton kept 
his machine in the garage of Joseph J. Brun- 
mer of 1442 Wabash avenue.

DIABOLIC. 

The Hon. Cole Blease, governor of South 
Carolina, has a certain measure of malevo- 
lent ingenuity. He is.not all idle sound and 
whacking fury. Most of the time he isas 
inconsequential as a shrieking blue jay, but 
occasionally as shrewd as he is maledicent 
and maleficent. 

His announcement that the members of 
the South Carolina Press association assem- 
bling on the Isle of Palms will be closeiy 
watched by a force of detectives, and that 
drinking and drunkenness will be put down 
with a strong hand,- opens up ea pleasant 
prospect for the editors. 

Alcoholically they probably are as tem- 
perate as any body of respectable men, but 
the Bleaser announces that an assemblage 
of drunkards will be guarded from their 
own temptations and kept in the ways of 
propriety. If an editor orders a glass of 
milk he'll be conscious of suspicious eyes, 
and he'll be in luck if a detective does not 
take it away from him. 


MISPLACED SYMPATHY. | 
A woman who is president of something 
or another in New York City is hot on the 
trail of Dr. Alexis Carrel and other scien- 
tists of world wide reputation who are con- 
nected with the Rockefeller institute. She 
appealed to the district attorney of that 
city to start a John Doe inquiry into the 
conduct of the surgeons. By “ conduct” 
the woman means “ alleged cruelty to ani- 
mals” upon which these scientists are sup- 
posed to be experimenting. 
It is a safe guess that the woman who is 
calling down the law upon these medical 
investigators has never had’ children. For 


if she had and had seen one of them fighting 


for life, the battle being won with diph- 
theria antitoxin, the woman’s sympathy 
would be less with the animals and more 
with the little children. | 

The scientists assailed are probably fully 
as gentle and perhaps even more consider- 
Ate in their “conduct” than the woman 
who assails them. They will not willfully 
be cruel to animals. But where cruelty is 
the only way in which a discovery can be 
tested, it needs no justification. An animal 
tortured by such a scientist when necessary 
may save thousands of children from death 
and torture. This seems to be a case of 
misplaced sympathy. 


COFFINS AND CRADLZOS. 

England is apparently fast coming to rival 
France as a nation where the rule is “ more 
coffins than cradles.” Recent investigation 
disclosed the fact that the average number 
of offspring of an English army officer is two, 
which is just half the number necessary to 
carry on the race. Births among profes- 
sional men and in society circles are even 
lower. 

To encourage a greater birth rate, re- 
formers in certain parts of England have 
tried the experiment of giving a bonus of 
$25 to $50 for every. child of 1 year. This 
resulted in a considerable increase in births. 
Now the granting of bonuses to mothers 
throughout the British empire is urged as 
the only means of keeping up the birth rate. 

The relation between births and wages 
cannot be overlooked. But it is not to be 
bridged over by a bonus of $25 or so. A far 
more effective way to encourage the raising 
of families is to make employment steadier. 
Where the nature of the industry is not 
stable, agencies should be provided which 
would enable the man laid off in one industry 
to obtain a job some place else without too 
great a loss of time and earnings. When 


meu working for wages find it easier to pro- | 


vide for children, when the dread out of 
work ceases to haunt them, the birth rate is 
sure to go up.

An officious nonpartisan eff- 
ciency organization offers to examine the 
methods of public administration in city 
affairs at its own expense and for the pur- 
pose of improving methods, cutting out 
waste, etc. 
Why, Mr. Harrison’s efficiency commission.

Liquor was in jeopardy when it had to 
rely on majorities. Its organization in the 
house of representatives was barely strong 
enough to defeat the county option bill. It 
was saved the punishment of the residence 
district bill only because the house in its 
last moments did not endeavor to concur 
in senate amendments to the measure. 

It was when a two-thirds vote was re- 
quired. such as was the case in proposals 
of constitutional amendments, that liquor 
was able to control. For what the state 
lost at Springfield it may find reasons iu 
Peoria. A strong and well organized anti- 
saloon organization had the saloons and 
the distillers in difficulties more than once, 
and liquor probably is well enough satisfied 
now that, although its own audacious at- 
tempts to obtain favoring acts failed, no 
damaging legislation was written against it. 

The assembly waé better organized for 
and against liquor than it was on any other 
issue, and before any understanding of 
legislative action can be had it will be neces- 
sary to know precisely what these two or- 
ganizations were endeavoring to do in each 
particular case, 

Otherwise elements were so mixed that 
pearly any important bill might bring 
new alliances. No party and no faction 
had control, and whatever was done had to 
be done by shifting combinations or by ap- 
peal to individual legislators. 

If Gov. Dunne could havé seen the wis- 
dom of accepting the constitutional conven- 
tion resolution, not as a substitute for the 
initiative and referendum but as a broader 
policy and not antagonistic, the state might 
have had a referendum on the subject in 
spite of the liquor interests. With the gov- 
ernor indifferent if not opposed, the biggest 
thing the legislature had in mind failed, It 
showed, however, unexpected strength, and 
the circumstances ere such that this 
etrength will grow. 

There was in the assembly a distinctly 
progressive element not confined to the 
party which capitalizes the name. A legis- 
lature not thus inclintd hardly would have 
passed the suffrage bill. 

Chicago was treated at times generously, 
at times churlishly, the elimination of home 
rule from the utilities bill being the most 
mischievous offense, but one which Gov. 
Dunne’s veto can wipe out, if he is inclined 
or can be persuaded to use it, as he did when 
the Kleeman harbor bill came to him. 

The governor is not pleased with resulta, 
failing in his attempts to obtain the ini- 
tiative and referendum and the abolition 
of the misfit and misfeasant board of equal- 
ization. _ Discontent could grow fat if the 
failures were observed impatiently, but in 
many acts the legislature was responsive. 

The legislative attitude is generally one 
of opposition. It would be hard tosay why, 
except that when a couple thousand bills 
are presented and a couple hundred to be 
passed the contest becomes one between ag- 
gression and stubbornness, and the assem- 
bly ceases to be a body to initiate and pass 
legislation, but one to be forced to accept 
bills originating elsewhere. 

It is a filter which gtops what it can and 
lets through what has the greatest push 
behind it, 

Thus the! Forty-eighth assembly behaved 
much in the manner of its predecessors and 
can be observed as favorably as any. Pos- 
sibly some day Illinois will have a quick 
fire assembly. It is not certain in such case 
that the state will not spend the next twv 
years catchive up with the laws passed 
and come out spent ahd breathless. 

The Forty-eighth assembly did some 
things conspicuously j/l and a number of 
things fairly well. It took an unconscion- 
able time doing them, but in that there were

The report says ‘“Of all those admitted 
to the state hospi ne-fourth are cured 
and 80 per cent of these cures occur w 
a year after admission. The cure of ineau- 
ity is well worthy of careful study. Hach 
state must encourage the officers of ita hos- 
pitals to attend meetings, read papers, study 
the literature and study their cases, for the 
ingahe are not a group for whom there is 
no hope. | 

Of greater importance to the public is the 
possibility of prevention. Justice Hughes 
of the Supreme court says that “ avoid- 
able causes of. insanity account for about 
50 per cent of the patients under treatment.” 

First on the list of causes cited is im- 
moral living. They say “ Over the door of 
every immoral resort might truthfully be 
written: ‘‘ Ineurablé insanity may be con- 
tracted here.”’ In 1910 17 per cent of the 
men and 8 per cent of the women admitted 
to New York asylums were insane from this 
group of causes.

Their next group is headed “‘ Alcohol] and 
Other Poisons.” The next heading is 
“*Pbhysical Diseases.”’ Under this head 
they say “The control of infectious dis- 
eases, protection of food and water, tem- 
perance; healthfal homes ‘and ‘factories— 
all these help to prevent mental as well as 
physical disease.”’ 

The next heading is “Mental Habits.” 
Henry Ward Beecher once said: “ It is not 
work that kills men; it is worry.”

In nowise discouraged, Will Compton dis- 
guised himself as a baker's apprentice, car- 
tied off his inamorata concealed in a baker's 
basket on his shoulders; and married her be- 
fore her father had time to interfere. 

Sir John began by disinheriting his daugh- 
ter, but was induced by Queen Elizabeth to 
become reconciled to her, and when he died 
he left her his great fortune, which was es 
timated at $5,000,000, a colossal sum in those 
Gays. Its amount seemed to turn the head 
of his son-in-law, for he indulged in such 
insane extravagance, spending $500,000 in @ 
fortnight, that his wife secured.his incarcera- 
tion for a few months in the Tower of Lon- 
don until he haa recovered his menta) bal- 
ance. He was created Earl of Northampton 
ty reason of his wife's fortune.

It was from Lord Mayor Spencer that the 
lords of Northampton inherited Canonbury 
Tower, which has ever since remained in 
their possession. It is one of the most in- 
teresting relics of suburban London. 

The lords of Northampton have frequently 
accorded the hospitality of Canonbury 
Tower and house to distinguished people, 
among them being Oliver Goldsmith, who 
found refuge there from his creditors, and 
who is said to have written “ The Vicar of 
Wakefield "’ and “The Traveler”. beneath 
its roof. Ephraim Chambers, father of the 
encyclopedists, lived there, and was buried 
from thence in Westminster abbey; and 
among other famous writers who have found 
shelter at Canonbury was Christopher 
Smart, whose “Song to David” has been pro- 
nounced by Rossetti and by Robert Brown- 
ing to have been “' the only great accom- 
plished poem of the eighteenth century.”’

The new Lord Northampton owes much 
of his wealth to his mother. the late mar- 


| chioness having been the only daughter and 


heiress of a great part of the wealth ef the 
second Lord Ashburton, who in his day was 
one of the principal partners of the house 
of Baring. She brought to her husband, in 
addition to a huge fortune, extensive ground 
rents in the Clerkenwell and Islington dis- 
tricts of London, which are increasing in 
value all the time. 

Lord Northampton traces his descent back 
tw Osbert of Compton, who flourished in the 
reign of Henry II., and who was the son 
of Turchil of Arden, an Anglo-Saxon chief- 
fain who, according to history, deserted 
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By the Brentwood Company.) 


from King Harold to William the Conqueror 
just before the battle of Hastings. From 
this contemporary of the Norman conquest 
the present marquis is descended in an un- 
broken line, and his family was already in 
the possession of Compton Wynyates, his 
principal country seat, when Doomsday 
Book was compiled, nearly 1,000 years ago, 
It is perhaps the finest of the half tim- 
bered country seats of England. 

Henry VIII., Edward VL., Queen Elizabeth, 
and James I. are among the sovereigns in 
olden days who have stayed at Compton 
Wynyates, and in the state apartments the 
fine old bedstead in which Charles I. slept 
while a guest of the second Lord Northamp- 
ton figures among the furniture in use to 
this present day.

In view of the public sale a week or so ago 
at Rome of the furniture, bric-A-brac, and 
other belongings of Baron Fritz Meyer von 
Schauensee, and of the report that divorce 
proceedings had been instituted by his Ameri- 
can wife, Maude, daughter of Mrs. Robert 
Toland of Philadelphia, it is only fair to 
state that his family is among the oldest of 
the patrician houses of Switzerland and has 
for the last 700 years made its home at the 

Castle of Schauensee, on the shores of the 
Lake of the Four Cantons in Switzerland, 
which was granted to them in 1278 by Em- 
peror Rudolf of Hapsburg. 

These Meyers von Schauensee have been 
fervent Roman Catholics for eight centuries 
and have furnished many commanders to the 
Swise guard of the supreme pontiff at Rome. 
Indeed, Fritz Meyer's father, Baron Leopold 
Meyer von Schauengee, was for a number 
of years colonel in command of the Swiss 
guards at the vatican and his son, an officer 
of the corps, would probably have been ap- 
pointed to succeed him on his retirement, in- 
stead of Col. Repond, had it not been for 
his matrimonial troubles and financial diff- 
culties. .

Baron Leopold was preceded in the com- 
mand of the Swiss guard by Count Courten 
and at the time of his retirement had been 
an officer of the guard for thirty-five years. 

The Swiss guard of the pope has been in 
existence for over four centuries, having been 
first formed in October, 1505, by Pope Julius 
at the suggestion of the Swiss Cardinal Schin- 
ner, the uniforms, designed by Michael An- 
gelo at the request of Pope Julius, remaining 
identically the same at the present time as 
they were in the days of the illustrious mas- 
ter who painted the frescoes in the Sistine 
chapel. 

During several pontifical reigns, certain 
features of their uniforme, notably their 
helmets, were modernized, but Pius X. has 
restored to them the armor and the helmet 
worn by the corps when first.enrolled. They 
are all six feet or more in height and are 
recruited exclusively from Roman Catholics 
in. Switzerland. Most of them are men of 
good family and well to do, who enlist partly 
for the purpose of fulfilling what they be- 
eve to be the traditional duty of their fam- 
ilies to the church and partly on account of the 
opportunity, which it affords them of study- 
ing under the most favorable conditions the 
various branches of art and literature in 
the vatican itseif glso beyond the papal 
borders in the city Rome.

In the morn- 
ing put about one-half teaspoon soda ‘ dis- 
solved in water into the yeast, then work in the 
whole wheat flour and let rise. Make into loaves 
weighing about one and one-quarter pounds and 
place into 4x8 inch pans. One can weigh the 
dough at first until accustomed to getting the 
right size to sell for 10 cents.

Her 
husband had lost his job and she had no money 
to hire some one to put her place in order, 
Eight of the neighbors met and in one after- 
noon arranged the rooms for the discouraged 
woman. They scrubbed the floors, laid the 
rugs, and then got roomers to occupy the un- 
used rooms. 

“This act of kindliness gave me the idea 
of a Service Fellowship for the entire city— 
people to join in “service squads” and help 
others in times of stress.

A Service Fellowship junior also is contem- 
plated, in which children will be taught to 
practice neighborliness and to exalt service.

A bride recently asked me how I ever man- 
aged to rear eight children, give some a college 
and others a musical education, and save money 
for a “ day" on a salary of $100 a month. 
To which I replied that it took untiring energy, 
careful planning, cautious buying, and getting 
the best possible value out of every cent ex- 
pended. 

My advice to young married people is to get 
into their own home as soon as possible and 
have a kitchen garden. We have both, our home 
being within walking distance of my husband's 
office, thus eliminating car fare. The garden 
Was a means of recreation for my husband after 
office hours, and he has always taken pride in 
the variety of fruit and vegetables our little 
garden produced. We also have our own chick- 
ens and a cow. 

It hasn't been easy to act as manager, cook, 
seamstress, laundress, nurse. and maid of all 
work, but as it was a work of love I always en- 
joyed it. While I made small trousers out of 
large ones and little dresses out of old ones, 
my husband read to me, thus keeping me posted 
on the live topics of the day. We purchased in 
large quantities, flour by the barrel, sugar by 
100 pounds, ham, bacon, etc., by the piece, and 
now that my children are all raised we have 
enough by careful investment to do a little 
traveling and enjoy Ufe. A CONSTANT READER. 


How They Do on a Farm. 


We are a family of. four—husband, son, 
daughter, and myself. I raise chickens and a 
few ducks and the poultry and eggs keep up 
the household expenses. We milk from one 
to eight cows all the time and have private 
customers for our butter. Butter is only 20 
cents at present in the store. We put it up 
in separate parcels for each family and de- 
liver it once a week. We get 3 cents a pound 
extra for our butter. We also raise all of our 
garden vegetables. We also raise all of our 
pickles and put them in fruit jars, ready for 
use. We raise most of our fruit and put it 
up for winter use. We raise all the popcorn 
we need and sell some each year. We also 
raise all of our potatoes and sell some, and 
raise all of our peanuts. We help the men 
folk in the fleld tn harvest time and in corn 
husking time. We do all of our’ housework, 
washing, ironing, and sewing. We kill all of 
our pork in winter and put it up for summer 
use. We save all of our waste fat meat and 
fry it out and make soap of it for washing. 
We just got through making a batch of ninety- 
six pounds.

Dollar a Week for One. 


I am a lone woman trying to live as econom- 
ically as possible and yet live well. I “eat to 
live” and wish to do my share of the world’s 
work and also to get all the innocent pleasure 
out of life that is possible, which cannot be at- 
tained without a healthy, well nourished body. 
I have experimented considerably with different 
kinds of food and have found that whole wheat 
well boiled—six hours at least—is one of the 
best and most palatable dishes. I usually have 
it for both morning and evening meals, about 
three-quarters of a cupful. Baten with a little 
cream or good dairy or peanut butter, it ie 4ell- 
clous and nutritious. With wheat at its present 
price (about 90 cents a bushel) 5 cents would 
more than purchase enough to supply two meals 
a day for a week, even for a laboring man. 
Boiled corn makes a good change and is even 
cheaper than wheat. 

As to meat, I find I get the best results for 
the least outlay from round steak cooked as fol- 
lows: I put it through the meat chopper, form 
into little cakes, and flour them well It keeps 
in the juice. Having rendered out some suet, 
have it sizzling hot, lay in the cakes, and cover 
tight. When nicely browned.turn. When the 
meat is a gray color all through it is done. 
Season with salt and pepper and butter. Thisis 
appetizing and nutritious. 

Here is another way to use round steak, which 
is palatable and economical, the amount, of 
course, to be governed by the size of the fam- 
ily: Have the steak cut about two inches thick 
and with the edge of a plate pound all the flour 
into it that will go on both sides. Put it in a 
pan and cover with sliced raw potatoes and 
onions. Pour in enough boiling water to come 
well up to the top of the meat cover and cook in 
the oven until the meat is tender. 

I use neither tea nor coffce, but drink lots of 
water and buttermilk when it can be got. I get 
everything that I think is really necessary to 
keep my body in a healthy condition, and my 
table expenses average less than $1 a week, 
and, as every one knows, several persons living 
together can live much cheaper accordingly than 
one alone. 

As to the cost of dress, it seems to me there 
never was a time within my recollection when 
one could dress as well on little means, and I 
am, alas! nearing the limit of three score and 
ten. It seems to be the greatest trouble now to 
know what not to buy. There are so many bar- 
gains always on every hand that one is apt to 
be tempted to buy things they don't need. If 
people would only pay less attention to what 
“they say,” use common sense, good judgment, 
and good taste, people of today ought to be able 
to dress well on moderate means. 

With good patterns within reach of all, any 
woman with time at her disposal, with a little 
patience, Ought to be able to fashion all sorts cf 
dainty and up to date garments. I never learned

e last thing that thoroughly excited my 
compassion before I went to Europe was the 
knowledge of how the bread was made in a 
certain great eleemosynary school for boys. 
The sponge Was daily set to rise in a great 
wooden trough two or three yards long, which 
was washed out after the operation, and, be- 
fore it could possibly be thoroughly dry, was 
filled with flour for the next day's batter. The 
bread was kneaded just about a tenth as 
much as it ought to be—by the boyse—and on a 
cracked wooden board. The remaining proc- 
esses were equally bad. So the supposed 
staff of life on which these boys lived was any- 
thing but what they needed, if they were to 
store up energy for future manhood use, and 
living on it the less vigorous could hardly 
hold their own. 


In a late number of a European cooking 
journal, printed in French, there are some 
Turkish recipes, and the following one of 
these may commend itself to those who like 
something less sweet than cake with whipped 
cream, which In some combinations leaves 
the eater heavy and uncomfortable. Of course. 
the rose flavoring is what we would expect 
a Turkey, but something else could be 
used,

BAISERS (KISSES)—Cut white bread into 
slices from one and one-quarter to gne.and 
one-half inches thick and then into rectangles 
three Inches long and about an inch wide. 
Fry the slices in butter so that they will be 
very crisp and of a fine gold color, drain them. 
and let them get completely cold. Arrange 
them then in a hollow dish, into which turn 
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some rather thick coid sugar sirup flavored 
with rose. It ig necessary that the crodatons 
be entirely covered with the sirup, and that 
they remain in it untfl they are completely 
soaked. Take them then from the sirup care- 
fully and put them on s plate. Place them 
before a fire or where the outside surface will 
dry lightly, turn them carefully so that they 
will be equally dried on top and bottom while 
the inside remains soaked and very soft. 
When the surface of the croatons is sufficient- 
ly dry put a part of them into a,deep plate 
as for a garnish, then on top of them turn 
some whipped cream sweetened and in which 
has been mixed some pulverized candied rose 
leaves. Turn out the cream as a pyramid, 
surrounded by a crown of the crodtons, put- 
ting the rest of the crofitons around in such 
@ way as to give glimpses of the cream, which 
softens the crodtons, rendering them exquisite.

BROWNED CRUSTS—For six people. Six 
crusts, four eggs, three or four tablespoons of 
mild cheese grated, about two tablespoons of 
butter. Cut the slices about two inches 
square and one-third of an inch thick or in 
rounds having a two inch diameter.

POTATO MARKET STEADIES UP; 
DEALERS SEE FURTHER RISE. 


Trade Recovers from Slump—High 
Prices Cause Congestion in Butter 
Trade—Hot Weather Hurts Eggs. 


Potato market at Chicago last week recoy- 
ered its equilibrium and closed with prices 
of new crop offerings showing a recovery of 
15@2U0 from the low point of the season, and 
promising to go much higher within the next 
few days. Demand for potatoes of this year’s 
growth is exceptionally broad for this time 
of the year, this being due chiefly to the fact 
that their cost is unusually low, while the 
quality je exceptionally fine, 

Butter market was in a badly congested 
condition. Local receivers who have con- 
tracted for their supplies on Elgin basis have 
found it impossible to clear their receipts at 
profitable figures, and they have stored the 
big bulk of their supplies. The stocks now 
held in warehouses are becoming decidedly 
burdensome, however, and unless sufficient 
reduction is made in Elgin figures to make 
selling possibile at a much lower price than in 
recent weeks, it is feared many of the smaller 
receivers Will be forced to throw their butter 
on the market ata big loss. 

Hot weather was reflected in the condition 
of eggs received, the bulk being heated and 
showing spots. ‘The percentage of low grad- 
ing stock exceeded the requirements of the 
trade, and reductions had to be made in 
prices to keep the market from becoming 
glutted, Finest grades, on the other hand, 
were in comparatively small supply and sold 
at firmer prices. Cheese market remained 
without particular feature. 

The feature of the poultry market was the 
scarcity of spring chickens that developed 
late in the week. Prices were given an up- 
ward boost of 1@2c a pound, but this failed to 
attract much larger consignments, and un- 
filled orders were carried over at the close of 
the week. Aged fowls were in big supply 
an‘ 1@1\%c a pound lower. Ducks, geese, and 
turkeys remained unchanged. 

Fruit trade was broad and active, but more 
stock could have been handled to good ad- 
vantage.
